Report  tc  the  Parish

Westhampton  Congregational  Church 
by  the  Redecorating  Committee 

In  preparation  for  this  report,  some  fifteen  churches  in  this  area  which  have  been 
redecorated  in  recent  years  have  been  visited  by  one  or  more  members  of  this  committee. 

The  aim  of  the  Redecorating  Committee  is  to  restore  the  interior  of  our  church  to  its 
original  simplicity,  so  that  it  asay  be  in  keeping  with  the  beauty  and  colonial  spirit 
of  the  exterior  of  our  church.    The  committee  seeks  to  make  the  be3t  use  possible  of  the 
$^+,000  which  was  generously  appropriated  August  3  by  the  Women's  Missionary  Union  for 
the  purpose  of  re decoration, 

Over  the  past  nine  months,  careful  studies  have  been  made  of  what  other  churches  have 
done  to  make  their  places  of  worship  as  beautiful  as  possible,  within  necessary  limit  of 
existing  funds,.    The  recommendations  in  this  report  are  based  on  those  studies,  and  are 
also  based  on  numerous  consultations  with  contractors  and  others  on  Methods  and  costs. 

The  Committee  unanimously  recommends  that  these  funds  be  spent  as  follows: 

1.  Washing  walls  in  main  auditorium  and  over  and  around  organ,  with 
the  exception  of  the  fayer  at  the  back  of  the  church,  which  has 
already  been  washed. 

2.  Filling  all  aracks  in  plaster » 

3.  Painting  all  walls  and  ceiling  with  flat  wall  paint  of  oil  base. 
Lettering  over  arch  to  be  preserved  and  renewed  in  gold  leaf*  Large 
patch  of  new  plaster  at  front  of  church  to  be  given  sufficient  coats 
of  paint  so  it  matches  rest  of  paint  in  final  color.    This  to  be 
guaranteed  for  one  yeara 

4-.  Relating  all  woodwork  two  coats, 

5c  Painting  in  of  walls  back  of  organ.    Crack  in  rear  wall  to  be  cut  out 
and  filled. 

6.  Refiniahing  organ  in  harmony  with  the  rest  of  the  church. 

?»  Leaving  the  top  rails,  end  and  rosettes  of  pews  mahogany,  and  painting 
the  back,  front  and  seats  of  pews  three  coats  of  off-white. 

8.  Removing  left  front  pew  and  right  front  pew  to  provide  more  room  during 
baptism,  communion,  weddings  and  other  ceremonies. 

9»  Installing  inlaid  linoleum  or  otherwise  refinishing  under  pews,  and 
installing  carpeting  elsewhere,  including  side  aisles  if  funds  allow. 

It  is  felt  that  the  above  program  will  provide  the  Westhampton  Congregational  Church 
with  an  auditorium  conducive  to  worship,  pleasing  in  appearance,  and  reflecting  the 
Colonial  past  of  the  church.
